There was more movement in the har-
bor Sunday, and yesterday, than bas
been usual for the past week. Several
vessels passed in and out and things
assumed a somewhat normal condition.
Wythohra{:Sn.m.mob
scured and the wind was blowing from
the south, at a velocity of 45 miles. At
12 noon the wind had increased to 50
miles, with main and fog, and the bar
was obscured. At 4 p. m. the wind
was from the west, the velocity 40 miles
and the bar rough.

The schooner Annie M. Campbell ar-
rived in at noon Sunday, and is due 12
Jeave up.

The Alliance, with a gool cargo, and
large list of pasengers, arrived down
on Sunday at 11:30 a. m. and imme-
diately proceeded to sea.

The Costa Rica arrived in from San
Franciseo, Sunday, at 10 o'clock a. m.
and left up for Portiand at 12:40 p. m.

The steamer Hanalei arrived down
from up the river, Sunday at § a. m. and
lefb out at noon.

The foup-masted schoonen John A.
Campbell, lumber ladep, left out at
noon, Sunday.

The steamer Svea came in at 10 a.
m. and left up at 4 p. m. Sunday.

The British steamer Glenstrae, which
bas a good eargo of grain for the United
Kingdom, arrived down at 11:30 Sunday
and is due to leave out at any time,

The Breakwater, for Coos Bay, arrived
from Portland early yesterday morning,
and after a very short stay proceeded to

joave out today with a full cargo of
gmin for Europe.

The French bark Armen arvived in at
10 & m, Sunday, She oeill proceed to
Portland to load grain for Europe.

The British bark Castor, over which
much uneasiness was shown arrived in
Victoria, B. ., on Sunlay. She was in
ballast and i% under charter to load
grain at Portland. She tried, at three
different times, to enter the Columbia.
bt on account of bad weather sho was
compelled to put to sea. Her sails are
gone, and her spara and Necks. sprung,
and in other ways she shows hard
usage from the gales she experienced.
She was out 85 days from Valparaiso
and by many was considerel lost. She
was posted as overdue and her reinsur
ance rate was 1 per cent. As far as
learned no lives were lost.

The Luriime came down as usual, on
time yesterday, and brought a number
of shoppers. She left up last night with
a good passenger list and considerable
freight.

The British ship Carnamvon is due
down at any time. She has a cargo ol
115,030 bushels of wheat valued at
$113,600.
